sult of such investigation in your re­ 
port. 
I call your attention to Chapter I o f , 
Title II of “An Act to repeal Title II 
of Pa rt IV of the Political Code, and 
to add a new T itle II of Part IV of 
said Code In place thereof, relating 
to the establishm ent of a uniform sys­ 
tem of County and Township Govern­ 
m ents,” passed by the Legislature at 
its sessions in 1907, anu which you 
will find at page 354 of said Acts. 
I call your attention to the follow­ 
ing sections of the Penal Code, which 
will serve as a guide in the investiga­ 
tion of criminal offenses, to-wit: Sec. 
915, 918, 919, 920, 921, 922, 923, 924 
925, 926, 927, 929 and 928. 
The pro­ 
visions in the last Section to the ef­ 
fect, “That if the Grand Jury shall, 
in their report above mentioned, com­ 
ment upon any person or official who 
has not been indicted by 
the 
said 
Grand Jury, said com ments shall not 
be deemed to be privileged,” does not 
operate as a lim itation upon your pow­ 
er to comment upon the official con­ 
duct of the county officers. 
It is sim­ 
ply and only to the effect that if you 
unjustly and without 
good 
reason 
comment upon thrir official conduct, 
criticizing them without facts upon 
which to base your criticism , in such 
manner as to be libelous, you are not 
protected by the law, or 
in 
other 
words, it means that you must con­ 
fine your criticism of public officers 
' and persons to the facts in the case, 
and that you are not permitted to use 
I libelous or slanderous language 
to­ 
ward any officer or other person while 
acting as a Grand Jury, any 
more 
than you would be permitted to do as 
private citizens. 
I further say to 
you,

inent business men sat down at a 
sumptuous "Banquet in Anaheim last 
night. 
The occasion was the regu­ 
lar m onthly meeting of the Associat­ 
ed Chambers of Commerce of 
this 
county. 
Among the men gathered at 
the banquet last night 
were 
men 
who have been 
closely 
identified 
with the growth and best interests 
of this county— many 
at 
great ex­ 


pense to themselves. 


Last night after the 
splendid re­ 
past had been served, 
these 
men 
were called upon to discuss a matter 
which w ill probably mean more to 
this county than anything which has 
come up for a decision in the last 
few years. 
This subject of g reat in ­ 
terest was the m atter 
of annexing 
that portion of Los Angeles county, 
which by the plans of Los Angeles 
in forming a county and city govern­ 
ment, may be favorable 
to leaving

The four great classes of porcelain 
are: 
The clear 
white, 
unpainted, 
representing ivory, the painted with 
colored glazes, the painted in colors 
under the glaze, so popular in Hol­ 
land, and which t he y ’try to imitate 
in the well known Delft w are; and 
the fourth class is the painted in col­ 
ors over the glaze. 
This last is the 
m ost common. 
The value of the porcelain to the 
Chinese is that the figures are em- 
olematlcal of
